nizing Franco next Monday. 

Recognition will be announced, 
therefore, following a meeting of 
the council of ministers on Mon- 
day. From London it was report- 
ed reliably that Prime Minister 
Chamberlain will make a similar 
anhouncement simultaneously in 
the house of commons. 

Parliamentary Leftists warned 
Daladier that “if a crisis breaks 
out in March” the government 
which has “compromised French 
security can be considered respon- 
sible.” 

This served Daladier admirably 
as a cue for his argument. 

“It is precisely in order not to 
have to defend the ‘Third Fron- 
tier’ that France must have good 
relations with the real Spanish 
government,” he told the chamber. 

“The British government ad- 
vised us on February 22 that it 
considered the hour had come to 
recognize Franco as a result of 
declarations Franco had made to 
Hodgson (British Agent Sir Rob- 
ert Hodgson) on the independence 
of Spain and his internal policy. 
Britain judged these wholly satis- 
factory and resolved not to let an- 
other week pass without recogni- 
tion. 

“It is in the interests of France 
to maintain good relations with 
the real government of Spain, 
which henceforth will be Fran- 
co’s. No one believes that the 
Republican government can pro- 
long resistance more than a few 
weeks unless it gets considerable 
help from abroad. 

With recognition a foregone con- 
clusion, Spanish President Manuel 
Azana completed arrangements to- 
day to announce officially that the 


third Spanish republic no longer | 


exists. His announcement simply 
awaits official notification by 
France and Britain that they have 
recognized Franco. 

Then Azana will hand his res- 
ignation to the president of the 
republican cortes, Diego Barrio 
Martinez, also a refugee here.

Hitler Presides at Munich 
Gathering on 19th Anni- 
versary of Brownshirts. 


MUNICH, Feb. 24.—(4)—Adolf 
Hitler presided tonight at the an- 
nual gathering of 1,300 of his “old 
guard” men and women at the his- 
toric Munich Hofbrau beer hall 
where 19 years ago his Nazi party 
program was formed. 

An additional 2,000 party vet- 
erans heard Hitler’s address to the 
gathering through loudspeakers in 
another beer hall. 

This year’s meeting had the 
character of a special commemora- 
tion because since last year’s as- 
sembly Austria and the Sudeten- 
land have been incorporated into 
the Greater Reich envisoned by 
the Fuehrer. 

The union of all Germans into 
a Greater Germany was the first 
point in the 25-point program an- 
nounced on February 24, 1920, 
when Hitler founded the National 
socialist German Workers’ party. 

“It would never have been pos- 
sible if I had not been certain of 
having my party solidly behind 
me,” Hitler shouted. 

In humorous vein, he remarked: 

“People judge me differently ac- 
cording to whether they are 
friends or foes; to some I am a 
prophet—to others a criminal. 

“One thing I have in common 
with criminals—I am drawn back 
to the scene of my crime.”

Today he owns a 300-acre farm 
in Princeton, N. J., and takes a 
great interest in tilling the soil. 
It’s a hobby with him. 

Erosion Losses. 

“T was noticing the kind of 
contour plowing you do as I came 
down,” he said as he emerged 
from the Terminal station and 
took a deep breath of warm Geor- 
gia air. “The ground on my farm 
is rolling. We lose a great deal 
of soil from erosion.” 

It was an interesting personal- 
ity study of Dr. Gallup, a man 
who is known all over the nation 
for his reliable predictions of po- 
litical, social and economic trends. 
There’s nothing artificial about 
him. You would naturally ex- 
pect him to trail off into a dis- 
cussion of politics at the slightest 
provocation. Don’t think he can’t 
talk. that language, too. But he 
takes every opportunity to drift 
into an agricultural topic.

Experiments were conducted for 
two years before the poll was be- 
gun. The first poll printed in 
newspapers concerned government 
spending. 

“As we get more experience we 
hope to reduce the degree of in- 
accuracy,” Dr. Gallup said. His 
system, of course, is to test a care- 
fully broken-down cross-section 
of voters in each state.

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“THE POSSIBILITIES OF PEACE—” 

Sir Francis Joseph, president of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries during 1935 and 1936, 
expresses a viewpoint, in a foreword to a re- 
cent publication, that is probably more wide- 
spread in Britain than is generally believed 
among Americans. Voicing confidence in the 
future of Britain, and praising the “realistic 
policies” of Prime Minister Chamberlain, he 
stresses the “possibilities of peace,” rather than 
the “possibilities of war.” Such an attitude, and 
opinion, expressed by a Briton so well info.med 
and in such authoritative position as Sir Fran- 
cis, lends encouragement, badly needed, to the 
optimists in America who discount all those 
rumors of war which have become practically 
a daily phenomena. 

Writing for the “Peace and Prosperity” edi- 
tion of The Imperial Review, published in Lon- 
don, Sir Francis says: 


What astounds me is the pessimism which 
one encounters not only in the City but in the 
country about the prospects of British trade in 
1939. What we have to bear in mind is that 
this country is at peace with all other countries. 
I am tired of hearing people talk about the pos- 
sibilities of war. I believe in the possibilities of 
peace. The work of the Prime Minister, which 
deserves wholehearted and widespread recog- 
nition, is our greatest asset. It is a policy wich 
faces realities and, best of all, is delivering the 
goods. Neither Germany nor Italy want war. If 
peace is essential for us it is vital for them. The 
struggle in Spain is coming to an end... . Get 
rid of this attitude of defeatism. The world 
wants our goods and we want world trade. It 
can be obtained if we have courage and confi- 
dence. Let it be our effort to create it in over- 
flowing measure. 


Such a confident viewpoint is badly needed 
among many Americans; Too fond of the more 
dramatic gesture of “viewing with alarm,” 
rather than the more prosaic “pointing with 
pride,” alarmists #ind excuse for new war 
scares, for new arguments to back their proph- 
ecies, of doom, in every minor incident which 
can be twisted into a remote indication of for- 
eign thought or policy. 

Too strong an element of sensationalism in 
the average mind probably ‘accounts for mach

of the undercurrent of war fear which per- 


meates the world, not excluding the United 
States, today. — 

Let us, properly, look well to our defenses 
for the sake of our own, and international, re- 
spect. But let us not expect war. No nation on 
earth wants to fight, today. Realistic under- 
standing of the needs of each nation, with an 


honest attempt to provide those needs, will best - 


assure a continuance of peace and a growth 
in international trade which, in itself, is the 
surest guarantee against war. 


ART IN ATLANTA 


The third annual spring show of works by 
Atlanta artists is scheduled to open on Wednes- 
day next at the High Museum of Art. Paintings, 
sculpture, engravings, etchings, etc., will then 
reveal to the public the reason why this city 
has, in recent years, moved to front rank among 
southern communities in the fields of art. 


The story of Atlanta’s artistic awakening is 
a fascinating and romantic recital. For many 
years a small group of enthusiasts had kept 
alive the symbol of local art, but with small 
recognition by the public and with practically 
no genuine activity other than the accumula- 
tion, by a handful of private citizens, of several 
worth-while home collections. 

Then the late Mrs. Joseph Madison High 
gave her beautiful property on Peachtree at 
Fifteenth street, to become a civic art museum. 
It was founded as thé High Museum of Art, 
under the guidance and sponsorship of the At- 
Janta Art Association. Typical of the general 
attitude of the great bulk of people here toward 
art, at that time, was the insistence by leaders 
~4n the association, that the museum never be 
referred to as the “High Art Museum.” They 
feared unfavorable public reaction to the com- 
bination of the words “high art.” 

Today, however, appreciation of artistic 
creation has spread until it is an integral part 
. of community achievement. Dozens of promis- 
ing young artists have found their first oppor- 
tunity for study and practical training in the 
classes conducted at the museum and already 
there are a number of Atlanta names which are 
recognized as of real significance, all over the 
country, in various fields of art. 

Art should be a conscious factor in every 
life. It is not confined to the popular concep- 
tions of paintings and sculpture alone, but ex- 
tends into every human contact. It is a vital 

of the building and the decorating and 
furnishing of the home. It is noticeable, either 
‘by its presence or absence, in every article we 
pbuy and in the wrappings of those articles. It 
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and form and color becomes, the better able 
will our people be to appreciate the beauty of 
ethics and truth and human nobility in the 
daily contacts of life.

By its familiarity with the highly 
complicated subject of freight rates, the bu- 
reau has been enabled to assist local business- 
men to hold their shipping costs to the lowest 
possible figure. It has always been the cham- 
pion of reasonable rates for industry, commerce 
and agriculture and the total value of its serv- 
ice to the Atlanta area is beyond computation. 

At the present time the bureau is taking ac- 
tive part in the determined fight for removal 
of the discriminatory basic rates against the 


southeast, and in favor of the designated “offi- © 


cial territory” of New England and the east. 

Tonight the principal speaker at the annual 
banquet will be Senator Burton K. Wheeler, of 
Montana, one of the most influential members 
of the upper house of the national congress. 
Senator Wheeler is a man of emphatic opinions 
and a determined fighter for any cause he be- 
lieves is just. His subject for tonight’s speech 
is “The National Transportation Problem.” It 
is one of the vital economic problems of the 
nation today. Anything Senator Wheeler may 
have to say on such a subject will be of im- 
portance, both from the standpoint of the 
urgency of the problem itself and of the prom- 
inence of the speaker. 

It will undoubtedly prove a meeting of red- 
letter significance to all local businessmen for- 
tunate enough to be present. 


CHILD BRIDES — 

While the bill passed by both houses of the 
Georgia legislature, which permits the parents 
of “child brides” to sue for damages the county 
ordinary who issued the marriage license, may 
act as a deterrent to such unions in some in- 
Stances, it need not be expected that it will 
do away with the evil entirely. 

Instances of too-early marriage have not 
been publicized from Georgia so much as from 
Tennessee and Kentucky. Yet it is certain there 
are too many of these legalized crimes against 
immaturity in this, as in aly other states. Even 
the great states of the north, which proudly 
boast of their enlightened legal codes and whose 
citizens point fingers of condemnatory scorn at 
each story of a 10- or 11-year-old bride in Ten- 
nessee, are not free of the evil. Many children 
in New York’s poorer areas who should be in 
grammar school or junior high, have assumed 


the responsibilities of wifehood in early ’teen - 


age years. 

One of the most regrettable features about 
the child-bride reports, however, from any state, 
has been the large number of cases in which 
the parents have approved the marriages. 
Mothers have welcomed the eloping children 
home and helped them to “begin housekeep- 
ing.” Fathers have, at least by failure to pro- 
test, given their sanction to unions between 
girls scarcely out of babyhood to men three or 
four times their age. 

It is not to be expected that such parents 
as these, ignorant though they may be, will 
change their attitude merely because of the 
enactment of a new law. 

Of course the new law will make ordinaries 
more chary about issuing marriage licenses to 
the very young, but that it will entirely stop 
the practice, in Georgia or anywhere else, need 
not be expected. 

And, in some rare instances, it is altogether 
possible that the parents will enter into collu- 
sion with the children, with the primary objec- 
tive of garnering financial benefits out of the 
pockets of the ordinary involved. A shocking 
and repugnant possibility, true, but one to be 
anticipated so long as human nature remains 
evil, as well as decent.

Editorial of the Day 


CONSTITUTIONAL 
(From The Boston Herald.) 

The legal status of the child labor amend- 
ment to the federal constitution is so uncertain 
that ratification in this or that state makes hardly 
any difference. The question of constitutionality 
is now pending before the United States supreme 
court. Until judgment is expressed there, we 
shall not know whether a state which has once 
ratified or rejected the proposal can reverse itself 
later or how soon an amendment must be ac- 
cepted by the requisite three-fourths of the states 
to be valid. The indications are that the supreme 
court will regard the earliest of the ratifications 
as no longer valid. 
stitutionality in this specific case may give the 
court occasion to lay down some broad principles 
on procedure in the future. 

So many of the objects sought by the pro- 
ponents of the child labor amendment have been 
achieved already that numerous people once in- 
terested in the matter are now rather bored by 
the discussion. Meanwhile opposition to further 
centralization of authority in Washington has be- 
come stronger than it was five or six years ago. 
Many conscientious persons would protest even if 
the high age limit were reduced, the broad grant 
of authority narrowed and the phrasing changed 
to the form drawn by Senator Vandenberg. Mo- 
mentous things have happened since 1932. It is 
doubtful whether an entirely new effort to ob- 
tain an even milder amendment would get the 
necessary backing.

Mores” when you hear Democratic me s of congress accusing 
their Republican colleagues of being ber stamps.” Yet that is 
just what they are doing. The Democrats astute whip, Representa- 
tive Paddy Boland, of Pennsylvania, says a trifle wistfully: 

“The Republicans are just a bunch of rubber stamps for Joe 
Martin.” 

Although Boland also contends that Representative Martin’s tac- 
tics will reunite the Democrats, that is probably wishful thinking. 
The remark remains a considerable tribute to the bustling little son 
of a Massachusetts blacksmith whom the Republicans have chosen 
as their house leader. It is a tribute chiefly to his practicality. He 
has had the sense to take a leaf from the book of his senate com- 
peer, the shrewd, cynical Charles L. McNary, of Oregon, and the 
McNary system seems to be working as well in the house as the 
senate. 

The McNary system was summed up by its inventor, when he 
remarked with relish of a certain controversial bill, “It will lend 
itself nicely to poison-spreading.” The people among whom Charley 
McNary spreads the poison are the Democrats, and his favorite po- 
tion is the henbane of disunion. An enemy of chest-beaters, ora- 
tors and regimentation-shouters, he keeps his own forces in check 
and gently encourages his opponents to fight among themselves. 
The system’s success may be observed in the present congress. In 
the senate, Majority Leader Alben W. Barkley gets about as much 
attention as a twittery schoolmarm with a rowdy class. And in the 
house, the unhappy leadership busily holds “harmony” meetirigs, 
which only succeed in revealing disharmony. 


REPUBLICAN STRATEGY Like McNary, Martin has two 


main objectives. The first is to 
avoid a straight party vote as often as possible, letting conservative 
Democrats lead the attack in most instances. Andthe second is to 
prevent his more talkative followers from indulging in the type of 
partisan oytburst which will rile, and therefore unite the Democrats. 

Under the leadership of Martin’s predecessor, Representative 
Bert Snell, of New York, the Republicans were a tiny but lo- 
quacious band, whose pronouncements generally attracted less at- 
tention than the doings of the 200 per cent New Dealers who fol- 
lowed Maury Maverick, of Texas. Poor Snell.could not do much, 
to be sure, for his followers were discouraged by repeated decima- 

_tions of their number. Martin, on the other hand, has more men 
and happier men to work with. 

He has done much to bring them together. Regular conferences 
have been initiated, at which members express their views, and 
problems are threshed out. Special committees have been appointed 
to study major issues of interest. One is at work now on national de- 
fense, and another on the President’s emergency powers, so many 
of which this congress must vote to renew. Then Martin’s arrange- 
ments for whipping in have proved excellent. The Democratic 
“harmony” meetings were partly called because Republicans were 
attending on the floor so much better than Democrats that they 
could often vote down administration proposals. 


MAKING HAY To be sure, the reinvigorated Repubdicans will 
probably not be able to try their hantis on many 
fundamental questions at this session. National defense is not, or 
should not be, partisan. The reorganization bill will be finally pre- 
sented in milk and water form. Changes in the national labor 
relations act will be complicated by the split in the labor forces. 
And as for the farm program, one good forecaster has predicted 
that even among the Repypblicans three different groups will emerge, 
“all quarreling among themselves, but all speaking for the farmers 
of our great nation, of course.” Only spending is left. That, pretty 
surely, will be a hot fight. i 
The true test of the new Republicans’ capacities will not come 
in the spending fight, however. It will come when the Democratic 
leadership allows the Townsend bill to reach’ the floor for a vote. 
The intention of this risky maneuver is to discomfit the three score 
and more Republicans who made gestures toward the vendors of 
old folks’ political snake oil. The chances are, at least. that the 
maneuver will live up to its intentions, whatever other damage it 
may do. It’s to be hoped that, in their anguish; the Republicans 
won’t squall too audibly. 
In any event, there is no sign that the New Deal and old deal 
Democrats can get together. And so long as the Republicans stick 
to practical politics, they can make considerable political hay while

A few weeks ago, something happened in New York that should 
be of lifelong benefit to you—if you are smart enough to profit by it. 

Two vaudeville men, who have been popular in the west for 
20 years, pinned their accumulated gags together to make a long 
show and tried to persuade some New York producer to finance it. 
Affer many scornful rebuffs, they found a producer who happened 
to have an empty theater and he agreed, in fear and trembling, to 
put up the money necessary to get the show started. 

If the purpose of farce-comedy is to make people laugh, the 

show was an instant hit. For-something more than two hours the 
first-night audience laughed and laughed until it was hysterical. 
Nothing so hilariously funny had been seen in New York for many 
years. 
But the show’s humor was the slapstick kind. Nothing in it was 
subtle or sophisticated. It was the kind of thing enjoyed by ordi- 
nary people—loud and fast and as vulgar as slapping a bentover 
duchess. 

The customers still like it, for the New Yorker says the two 
vaudeville men are taking down $18,000 a week and the producer 
is making a weekly profit of $34,000. Unless all signs fail, or the 
usual epidemic of imitators gets the public fed up, the show will 
net a million dollars—and those who scorned it are wearing sack- 
cloth and ashes. 

But the first-night critics didn’t see it. Of the six who seem 
to count most in determining a show’s destiny, only one praised it. 
The other five were disgusted and their reviews panned it without 
mercy. 

Can you guess why the five so haughtily condemned it? The 
New Yorker found the explanation that should be obvious to any- 
body who understands human nature. The five are small-town men 
who made good in the big city. The sixth is a native New Yorker. 

For many years I have observed that the first to cry “Rube!” 
is the country boy but recently moved to town. Yokels remind him 
that he also was doing the barnyard chores only a little while ago, 
and the remainder irritates him. By ridiculing them he is uncon- 
sciously trying to deny his past. He is calling attention to the dif- 
ference between him and them, lest somebody notice a resemblance. 

If ever you are tempted to pretend and try to seem what you 
are not, remember that people of understanding will see through 
you instantly.

SAMARIA, 

Sunday’s lesson, Acts 8:4-25, is 
called by the international lesson 
committee a study of “Peter in 
Samaria.” I prefer to think of the 
lesson in terms of Samaria—Chris- 
tians Jews preaching Christ to Sa- 


maritans—and if any person is to 
be selected from the group for 
particular mention, I should rather 
nominate Philip, the deacon, who 
seems to me the outstanding per- 
son in the story. I judge it is be- 
cause this quarter’s study is cen- 
tered about the life and work of 
Peter that the committee gives 
him the place of prominence, and 
maybe that is correct. 

Notice that the lesson opens 
under the inspiring atmosphere of 
persecution—Stephen’s martyrdom 
having climaxed the dramatic 
Jerusalem scene, following which 
the Christians, save the apostles, 
were widely scattered. Philip goes 
down to Samaria, breaking over 
the ancient barriers of national 
and racial animosity. He goes as 
an evangelist—a deacon of suffi- 
cient personal means and ability to 
sustain himself on this great mis- 
sionary journey. “He preached 
Christ unto them,” verse 5. That 
is the heart of missions—preaching 
Christ, the Saviour of the world. 
He wrought miracles, casting out 
unclean spirits and healing many 
of palsy. The people heard him 
gladly, many believing and being 
baptized. “And there was great 
joy in that city,” verse 8. There 
you have a picture of what. hap- 
pens in Samaria or any other land 
when Christ is preached to sin- 
ners. 

Then follows an unhappy scene 
when one Simon: a sorcerer, pro- 
fesses to be a follower of Christ 
for purposes of exploitation, later 
offering money to Peter and John 
for the gift of imparting the Holy 
Spirit. There is nothing unique in 
the Simon episode. Alas, it has 
been seen in too many later in- 
stances where some schemer as- 
sumes the role of piety for per- 
sonal gain. One does take encour- 
agement from his request that 
Peter pray for him after he had 
to rebuke him for his brazen pre- 
sumption. Who would dare to say 
that Simon was not, after all, 
saved? We can hope that he was.

“Go to Germany, as I have,” 
writes William Allison Fuller III, 
from Cocoa, Fla., “and see for 
yourself what Germany has done 
in five years. Germany is the 
most orderly country in Europe 
in the way it is run, and Russia 
is the most disorderly. France is 
the second most disorderly.” We 
can save ourself the travel ex- 
pense. The orderliness of Germa- 
ny is something that has existed 
so long everybody knows about 
it. It existed before Hitler, and 
before Wilhelm. It is the secret 
of German success and the cause 
of German failure. The willing- 
ness of the German people to take 
orders, to be organized, regiment- 
ed, integrated, directed, and gen- 
erally put and kept in .order. It 
makes them also the most easily 
misled, the most subject to emo- 
tional manipulation, the most non- 
resistant to loss of things that 
make order worth keeping and 
life worth living. 


Compared to the Germans, the 
French, are, indeed, a disorderly 
lot. Their disorderliness is a com- 
pound of democratic institutions 
and Latin temper, and it costs 
France a.lot. But out of it, and 
perhaps because of it, the French 
manage to save a sense of first 
things first, an ability to be free 
and to maintain a civilization. 
And, like Americans, they are rec- 
onciled to a certain amount of dis- 
order as the price of democracy. 


As for Russia, that is, of course, 
a much less known quantity. But 
the amazing thing to this writer is 
not that there should be a great 
deal of disorder there. It is that 
there should be any order at all. 
Russians do not share the German 
love of tidiness and regiment. 
Neither are they, as a people, as 
advanced in the things we think of 
as civilization. The last people 
in the so-called civilized world to 
be engaged logically in so social 
an expériment as Communism 
were the Russians. They were 
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not even ready for as social a thing 
as democracy. | They had neither 
the temperament nor the educa- 
tion for either, Maybe that is 
why their communism is merely 
dictatorship. Certainly it is why, 
whatever they have, they are not 
so orderly about it as the Ger- 
mans, 


There is such a thing as being 
so orderly that you are willing 
to be ordered around. That is 
Germany. There is such a thing 
as being so disorderly that you 
have to be ordered around. That is 
Russia.

STUDIED IN BARTOW 


Survey Shows Tuberculosis 
and Syphilis Preva- 
lence High.

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Feb. 24.— 
Tuberculgsis and syphillis are the 
two greatest threats to public 
health in Bartow county, accord- 
ing to the findings of the newly- 
created county health department. 
Dr. Robert F. Young, health com- 
missioner, and A. M. Eldridge, 
éanitary engineer, have just com- 
pleted a survey which brought 
these facts to light. 

The survey was started January 
1 as a preliminary to launching 
corrective and preventive meas- 
ures. 

During the last six weeks 43 
cases of tuberculosis, with 121 im- 
mediate contacts, were discovered, 
Dr. Young said. 

Of 210 blood tests made on of- 
fice patients and-in rural blood- 
testing clinics, Dr. Young said, a 
large number were found to be in- 
fected with syphillis. Out of 103 
tests made on office patients and

107 in rural clinics, between 35

SOUTHERN NEGROES 


FOUND HEALTHIER 


Northern Groups Reported 
With Highest Death 
Rates in Country. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
Staff Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The 
highest death rates in the country 
occur among negro groups in 
northern cities and not among sim- 
ilar groups in the south, Surgeon 
General Thomas Parran told the 
house appropriations committee at 
hearings on the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s annual supply bill, it was 
revealed today. 

Dr. Parran found that on the 
average, the life expectancy of the 


negro is 10 years less than that of 
the white. 

“There are several reasons for 
this,” Dr. Parran told the commit- 
tee. “The excess of tuberculosis, 
of syphilis; in general, a lower 
economic status of the negro; his 
greater susceptibility to respira- 
tory and other diseases, especially 
in northern states. 

“In New York city, the general 
death rate from tuberculosis is less 
than 50 per 100,000 population, but 
in that rate of 50 is obscured a 
rate of 400 among the negro popu- 
lation of Harlem. This is eight 
times the white rate. And while, 
in general, throughout the coun- 
try the death rates are going down, 
among the negroes in the northern 
cities the death rates have not de- 

clined during the past decade. If 
anything, they have increased.”

GOVERNOR as 
4 ATLANTA BILLS 


Measures Raise Mayor's 
Salary, Extend Terms of 
City Officials. 


Four assembly approved bills 
affecting Atlanta, one raising the 
mayor's salary and another ex- 
tending the terms of city officials, 
were signed into law, last night by 
Governor Rivers. 

The bills were introduced in 
the senate by Senator G. Everett 
Millican and steered through the 
house by the Fulton delegation, 
Cicero Kendrick, Helen Douglas 
Mankin and Paul S. Etheridge Jr. 


Extension of terms for the may- 
of board of councilmen, board of 
ucation and the recorders elim- 
inates the scheduled 1939 city 
election. The new law gives the 


Mayor and all elective city offi- 


cials a four-year term. 

The mayor’s salary was increas- 
ed from $6,000 per year to $8,000, 
effective January 1, 1940. 

Other bills signed open the post 
of mayor pro tem. to councilmen, 
place the weights and measures 
inspector under civil service, and 
prohibit deeding any city park 
property. 


HUNGARY SMASHES. 
PRO-NAZI. PARTY 


Signs Anti-Comintern Pact 
at Same Time, Aligning 
With Berlin. 


BUDAPEST, Feb. 24 —(P)— 
Hungary’s new government today 
smashed the nation’s largest party 
of Nazi sympathizers and at the 
same time, with seeming contra- 
diction, allied Hungary formally 
with Nazi Germany in an anti- 
Communist pact. 

Premier Count Paul Teleky, who 
took office February 16, banned 
the Hungarist party as a danger 
to public safety. In swift raids 
carrying out his order, police ar- 
rested more than 500 persons, oust- 
ed the party from its headquar- 
ters throughout the country and 
seized tons of documents and 
propaganda material. 

While the raids were in prog- 
ress, Foreign Minister Count Ste- 
phen Csaky signed the anti-Comi- 
tern agreement which pledged 
Hungary to aid Germany, Italy 
and Japan in fighting Communism 
throughout the world. (Manchou- 
kuo, Japan’s protectorate also sign- 
ed the pact Thursday.) 

Police said they had evidence 
the Hungarists aimed at a change 
in the state by violence and that 
by persistent propaganda tried to 
bring the. nation’s head, Regent 
Admiral Nicholas Horthy, into dis- 
repute. 

They announced that 60 “lead- 
ing personalities” in the Hungarist 
party had.been sent to a concen- 
tration camp at Kistarcsa. There, 
ironically, the anti-Semitic, pro- 
German Hungarists will be in close 
contact with Jews recently con- 
fined on charges of smuggling and 
of violating visa regulations. 

Although the Hungarists’ pro- 
gram was known to be pro-Ger- 
man, authorities said they were 
unable to stpply direct evidence 
that money to support the move- 
ment was sent from Berlin. They 
said an investigation would be 
made to determine the party's 
sources of funds from abroad. 


MARTHA GRAHAM 
DANCES TONIGHT 


To Present ‘American Doc- 


ument’ at Erlanger. 


Martha Graham and her com- 
pany of American dancers will 
present their interpretation of the 
“American Document” at 8:45 
o’clock tonight at-.the Erlanger 
theater. The performance is spon- 
sored by Dance Concerts and is 
the second in a series of Saturcay 
night dance presentations. 

The subject of Martha Graham's 
is “our 
time, our place, our dangers and 
our chances of survival.” It has 
been described as the most impor- 
tant dance creation by a living 
American. 

“American Document” is con< 
ceived on the basic skeletal struc~ 
ture of a minstrel show. It opens 
and closes with a parade of par- 
ticipants, using gestures borrowed 
from minstrel strut and cake-~ 
walk. Its episodes are linked by 
drum rolls and fanfares of acro~ 
batic movement. The episoges 
commence with an introductory 
duet, a preamble for a grave cir~ 
cus, a kind of annunciatory domi- 
nant chord of motion from which 
the rest of the symphony is ampli- 
fied. There follows an Indian’s 
lament for the spirit of the land 
they had lost, then a statement of 
Puritan fury and tenderness, an 
elegy of the emancipated negro 
slaves, and a finale of contempo-~ 
rary self-accusation, a praise. of 
our rights and a challenge to our 
own powers to persist as a de- 
mocracy. 


ROOSEVELT SPENDS 
SIXTH DAY AT SEA 


No Word Received All Day 
From Houston. 


MIAMI, Fila. Feb. 24.—(4)— 
President "Roosevelt spent his sixth 
day at sea today—in the vicinity 
of the south Atlantic fleet maneu~ 
vers—but kept the position of his 
flagship, the cruiser Houston, a 
secret. 

No word was received from the 
Houston all day. This indicated 
she was in the “war” zone of the 
contending armadas testing the de- 
fenses from an Atlantic “attack.” 

The last dispatch from the Hous- 
ton, received at temporary White 
House offices here after 6 o’clock 
last night, told of her visit to Char- 


lotte Amalie, Virgin Islands, to 
pick up official mail from Wash- 
ington.
